shouldbe avoided by the Board of 
Estimate in revising these plans, due

dally in the law courts. For. nine 
months of the year, the courts are 
busy. There are litigants and jurors 
as well as Justices’and members of 
the bar who “afe entitled to have 
some sort of comfortable accommoda- 
tions provided for-them. Judges ‘aro 
frequently compelled not only to lunch 
but to dine near the courts. For 
their convenience-it is clear that a 
separate restaurant should be pro- 
vided. Perhaps a. separate lunch 
room for jurors is not absolutely 
required, but the provision of such a 
toom for the men who are now often 
compelled ‘to march in a body to a 
near-by restaurant could not be con- 
sidered extravagant. It need not be 
adorned with rich carvings or pan- 
eled with paintings by — illustrious 
mural artists, but it should be com- 
fortable and airy.
